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MAN'S LAND” . 


THE BULGAR A STOUT, 
BUT SPORTING, FOE

ACEDONIA, “cursed by politics ' and 
jeered at by Germany as “the Allied 
mternment camp,” was in some re- 

spects a “ Cinderella’’ among the war fronts. 
Yet, it was in Macedonia that the first definite 
erack appeared in the enemy structure, and 
Bulgaria was the first of the Central Powers 
to plead for an armistice, 

xe story of the last eighteen months of the 
Macedonian campaign is told by Captain Cyril 
Falls in the latest volume of the official history 
of the Great War--“ Military Operatiaqns, 
Macedonia’’—published recently (His Majesty’s 
Stationery Office, 12s. 6d.). 


MALARIA AND BOREDOM 


The Bulgars were stout fighters, but there 
were enemies far more deadly to the British 
forces—malaria and boredom. Malaria must 
be accounted the predominant factor in the 
campaign, At the end of 1917 the problem 
had come to a head. 

“Owing to the abandonment of evacuation 


‘there had now accumulated some 15,000 
chronic cases, ‘a population which did little 
but circulate between hospitals and con- 
valescent depots with an occasional day or two 
of light duty.’ In December, 1917, Sir Ronald 
Ross, one of the world’s greatest authorities 
on the disease, was sent out to report and to 
make recommendations, He telegraphed that 
a minimum of 15,000 should be sent home 
and replaced by drafts. Many thousands more 
required, in his opinion, either leave or trans- 
ter to some healtirier front. 

“The scheme was put into force as fast as 
shipping could be provided. . . . Owing, how- 
ever, to the German offensive on the ‘Vestern 
Front in March the flow of drafts to replace 
these losses speedily dried up.” 


NON-BATTLE LOSSES 


But the reinforcements of disease did not 
dry up. Towards the end of the campaign 
malaria was jeined by the * Spanish” in- 
fluenza scourge, and in a single month the 
total number of ‘‘non-battle’’ casualties was 
more than 10,000, or more than three times 
the number of wounded, Boredom and the 
appalling monotony of months of ‘* stagna- 
tion” in the campaign were other great 
factors which menaced the morale of the 
British troops. Such as they were, the 
amenities of Salonica were the only ones 
available. 

In August, 1917, between one-third and 
one-half of Salonica was destroyed by fire, 
and ‘‘it-was a bare and desolate city that 
officers and men, on their rare leave from 
the front, were to visit henceforth.”’ 


NO LEAVE FOR THREE 
- YEARS 


To the men on the Western Front, leave 
always held out the hope of a short respite. 
Not so in Macedonia. In June, 1918, ‘‘-thére 
were still 29,000 Inen who had had no leave 
for two and a half years, and 2,500 who -had 
had none for three years.’’ 

“To keep officers and men from growing 
stale was perhaps the chief task... The 
horse shows held by the corps and divisions 
were on an elaborate scale. That of the 27th 
Division in particular was a social event, 
very impressive to the foreign guests who 
witnessed it. . . . Visitors from the whole 
force, and from the other contingents, nursing 
sisters from the hospitals, officers from the 
fleet watched the jumping and the competi- 
tions, while aeroplanes circled above the crowd 
to keep -any curions German or Bulgarian 
aviators from spoiling the show.” 


A SPORTING FIGHTER 


After immense difficulties had been over- 


and ‘met every Saturday afternoon, “war 
permitting.” “The Bulgar was a sporting 
fighter. “ More than once these hounds ran 
full cry through the enemy wire, but on 
each occasion they returned within 56 hours 
—proof, it would appear that the —oe 
had not absorbed the doctrine oí unlimited 
ferocity in war. . . . The enemy, in fact, had 
a kindly eye for other relaxations than hunt- 
ing - He often allowed football to be played 
within range of his field artillery batteries, 
but, tossed over a warning shell if any at- 
tempt were made to carry out drill,” 

Theatrical and music-hall shows were 
organised on a great scale, and again the 
enemy showed his interest. ‘‘In the spring 
of 1918 the fame of a top ogy wy song, 
‘Boris the Bulgar,’ spread to the Bulgar 
himself; he translated the verses and posted

° The four 'ale-conners or ale-tasters of the 
City of London were appointed recently when 
the Liv held the midsummer elections of 
the Chamberlain and other officers, and re- 
ceive nominations for the Shrievalty. The 
ale-conners’ office is said to be the oldest in 
the city—older even than that of the Lord 
Mayor. lt dates back to the first Charter 
granted by William the Conqueror. 


The present senior conner, Mr. Edward Hip- 


well, who has held office for thirteen years, in 
a Press interview, said:—‘‘ There are no 
duties attaching to the office nowadays— 
unfortunately. im the past one of the ale- 
couners would be called

“The authorities in those days we care- 


ful to see that Londoners had an ample sup- 
ply of sound beer, Brewers were not allowed 
to cease brewing when they liked.

to allow the best ale to be sold for more 
than 1}d. a gallon!”

PARIS NOW TWO HOURS 


FROM SEA 
Scpiapendibesinieia 


A report just issued by the French railwa 
companies shows that there are now 135 rail- 
car trains, covering a daily total of 18,600 
miles, in service on the French State Rail- 
ways. The distance of 142 miles separating 
Paris from Havre, the famous Atlantic port, 
is now covered in exactly two hours. The 
well-known resorts of Trouville and Deauville 
have also been brought within two hours of 
Paris, thanks to the new fast railcar services, 

It is not generally known that France has 
the greatest number of trains in the world 
trewellleal at over 62 miles an hour, with 
57.9 per cent. of the world’s total. 

“ae following is a table compiled October 1, 

4 — 

Trains travelling over 62 miles an hour— 

Canada, 4 trains, covering109.6 miles, 

United States, 24 trains, covering 622.7 
miles. 

Germany, 14 trains, covering 1,863.5 miles, 

Great Britain, 5 trains, covering 575.9 miles. 

France, 50 trains, covering 4,504.4 miles. 

Acceleration of services has become the 
ra'e throughout France, and great improve- 
ments on past time-tables have been ob- 
tained-by a combined use of ordinary trains 
and rail-cars. These light trains are also 
proving great time-savers by linking up one 
railway system with another. Electrification 
of railways in France has also led to speedier 


‘trains. The P.O.-Midi has the largest total 


of electrified track in France, with 1,562 
miles, and it is already possible to cross from 
tne Atlantic coast to the Mediterranean sea- 
board. by electric traction. The electrification 
of this system has proceeded southward from 
Paris and from east to west along the valley 
of the Pyrenees, “until the time is well in 
sight when the electrified tracks will meet 
aud it will become possible to travei from 
Faris to the Spanish frontier by electric 
traction. 

Side by side with electrification of rail- 


ways there is going on an industria] revolu- 


tion with possibilities of great development. 
Where the engineers have carried high-power 
eebles over the land, thev have also taught 


‘the rural population all the advantages 


afforded by the use of electricity, so that this 
form of power is rapidly replacing all others. 


The Soviet icebreaker Sadko, which was

CRITICISM OF OUR 
PRESENT SERVICES

( PEAKING on tha “Importance of Fine 
Arts to Ireland” in the Graduates’ 
Memorial ' Building, Trinity College, 

yesterday afternoon, Dr. esnái kin said 

t they must go back over a thousand 
years to find an epoch in which the Irish 
people produced a graphic or plastic art that 
was national in the true sense of the word. 

Ruskin, no friend of the Irish, could yet 

say truthfully : “In the eighth century Ire- 

land possessed a school of art in her manu- 
scripts ‘which in many qualities was quite 
without rival, seeming as if it might have 
advanced to the highest triumphs in paint- 
ing. There existed divergent opinions as 
to the cause of the Jong stagnation in the 
art of Ireland. For himself, he had no doubt 
the eclipse was due to centuries of oppression, 
turmoil, dissension and economic disability. 
When at the end of the eighteenth century 

Ireland enjoyed a brief period of comparative 

liberty art revived suddenly and vigorously, 

and they produced painters like George 

Barrett—believed to have been the originator 

of the Royal Academy—Nathaniel Hone, of 

Ormond quay, Dublin; James Barry, from 

Cork; Martin Archer Shea. He also re- 

ferred to their Trish glass, silver and fur- 

niture. The cloud fell again with the passing 


of the Act of Union, and their achievement | 


m the arts during the whole of the mine- 
teenth century was well nigh negligible. 
Since the establishment of the Free State 
they could scarcely claim to have produced 
anything which proved them to possess an 
art of their own, and yet the possession of 
a distinctive school of art. was almost as 
marked a characteristic of nationality as the 
possession of a native language. 7

pottery should not become as famous and as 
profitable as any of the great Continental 
wares. The same considerations applied to 
many other Irish industries. The once 
famous Donegal carpet industry was well- 
migh moribund, but in this field Miss 


Cleeson’s industry was a bright spot. More 
than anything else want of up-to-date design 
Lrish 


militated against the wlarity of 
linen, and the present Fáis for bare tables 
had its root in a weariness of hackneyed and 
conventional patterns. 

The Free State Government, recognising the 
possibility of development in the furniture 
trade, had tried to foster it by imposing a 
heavy protective tariff, but the want of proper 
designing was the prime reason of the present 
pe state oí the furniture trade in Ire- 

nd. : 

The Irish glass industry, which once oceu- 
amg a pre-eminent position, had failed also 
or want of designers to keep abreast with 
modern tastes. A wider diffusion of taste in 
Ireland would affect advantageously not only 
the quality of their merchandise, but.

Having referred to/the Ministries of Fine 
Arts in various European countries, Dr. 
Bodkin said that even if the Free State was 
not large or wealthy enough to establish and 
maintain a separate Ministry of Arts, it could 
afford with great profit and credit and at 
little cost to estabhsh some department, ex- 
clusively charged with the cultivation of the 
arts as a branch of the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, 
or, preferably. directly under the Presiden 
of the Executive Council. . : 


SCOPE OF NEW 


DEPARTMENT 


That might be a small: and inexpensive 
office. Its work would be to correlate and 
supervise the administration of the existing 
art institutions, and to act in an advisory 
and consultative capacity with such other 
departments as might from time to time re- 

uire its services. It should be charged with 
the direct responsibility for the administra- 
tion of the National Gallery, the National 
Museum, a National College of Arts, a 
National Academy of Painting, a National 
Academy of Music, and, possibly, a general 
benevolent supervision of the affairs of the 
Royal Irish Academy and the Abbey Theatre. 

“I know nothing,” said Dr. Bodkin, * of 
the present situation in the Gallery, but -I 
am quite certain that no expert of European 
standing would assume the position which I 
was reluctantly compelled to relinquish under 
the present conditions of tenure. Unless the 
director has other sources of income ‘apart 
from his official salary of £500 it will be 
impossible for him te maintain a family 
decently while discharging adequately the 
duties of the director and showing proper 
courtesy to the great numbers of distin- 
guished foreigners who come regularly to 
Ireland to visit the Gallery.” 

Dr. Bodkin added that when he entered 
ithe Gallery he ceased absolutely to buy pic- 
tures for himself. No direcior should be 
allowed to do so. That liberty would put 
him in a position of intolerable temptation. 
Recently in the Dail the Minister for Educa- 
tion held out to his suecessor the prospects of 
earning considerable sums outside the scope 
of his official duties. That was a most dan- 
gerous proposition. 


BETTER GALLERIES 


Provision, he said, should also be made for 
the services of a staff of guide lecturers, for 
the issue of numerous good reproductions, 
and postcards and booklets describing the 
contents of the collection. There was also 
urgent need for the extension of the Gallery 
premises to provide for the proper housing 
and extension of the existing collection, and 
for the Hone bequest, which was made as far 
back as 1917, and had not yet been displayed 
for lack of space. The way they had treated 
that bequest did not encourage other bene.

No one 
knew better than he did the great services 
rendered them by the late Dr. Walther 
‘Bremer and by his present brilliant successor, 
Dr. Adolf Mahr, yet he was sure Dr, Mahr 
would be first to agree that, for the honour 
of this country. oth og should be occupied 
by a native of Ireland, } 

“The housing of the exhibits in the National 
Mrseum was lamentable. It wag impossible 
to show a large part of the treasures they 
possessed there, and those things that were 
displayed were crowded together of necessity 
ia a huddled unseemly fashion. The Museum, 
too, needed the services of lecturers, and 
ample provision for the publication of repro- 
ductions, postcards, scholarly catalogues and 


guide-books. 
COMMISSIONS IGNORED 
The creation of a national College of Arts 
tor Ireland was an eminent need. Its fune- 
tions would be primarily to train students im 
the higher branches of the fine arts, crafts- 
men in the applied arts, and teachers for tha 
technical schools throughout the country. It 
was now nearly thirty years since a Royal 
Commission was appointed to examine inte 
the workings of the Dublin Metropolitan 
School of Art. The Cemmission  issned 
voluminous majority and minority reports. 
which had remained. ever since disregarded 
in the dust of official files Many years later 
the Free State Government appointed a com- 
tr ittee—on which he had the honour to serve 
—to report to the Minister for Education and 
make recommendations on the functions of 
the School, but the ‘public had never been 
informed about their deltberations, and the 
sehool continued to function under just the 
same disabilities as thirty years ago. : 
The creation of a National Academy of 
Painting wes also a necessary and long-due 
reform.

N extensive programme of social and 
A economic reform is embodied in the 
resolutions included in the preliminary 
agenda of the Irish Trade Union Congress, 
which was circulated yesterday. 

The Congress opens on July 31 at the 
Guildhall, Derry. It will be continued on 
the three days following. 

The National Executive asks Congress to 
call upon the Government to set up an 
Economic Planning Commission for the fol- 
lowing purposes :— 

(a) To organise the unemployed into grou 
suitable to industrial and agricultural wor 
m Various areas; eee 

(b, To plan a series of uséful works in con- 
nection with afforestation, main drainage, and 
main road construction ; | 

(c) To establish self-sustaining groups of 
voluntary workers from among the unem- 
ployed on the land, following consultation 
with the Government, national educational 
authorities, and the National Executive of | 
Congress ; 

(d) Compulsorily to acquire, under the 
powers which it would be given, at nominal 
compensation three million acres of 
marsh and mountain at present unused for 
the purpose of creating State forests. 


SCHOOL-LEAVING AGE

In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes:—The Minister of Labour holds 
a position in the Government on which 
the Socialist attack will be concentrated 
more and more in the coming months 
because of unemployment and the condi- 
tion of the distressed areas. The failure 
of the capitalist system is a convenient 
axiom in the Socialist argument which 
will be called into use again. Being an 
axiom, it is never proved, but is taken 
for granted. Proof would be difficult to 
find. 

The one thing on which Socialism can 
lay argumentative hold is the continuance 
of unemployment and the existence of the 
distressed areas. ‘They disregard the con- 
sequences of the war and the uncertainties 
of the peace, the financial and commercial 
dislocations of both the ambitions and 
jealousies and fears of new and old 
nations, the construction of trade barriers 
for the defence of nationalism rather than 
of capitalism, and the confusions in 
international exchange and the financial 
panics of which industrial capitalism has 
been the victim, All the shortcomings of 
every social system, except, of course. 
those of Russia, which seem to be excused 
and forgiven, are laid at the door cf 
capitalism, Socialists ‘will endeavour to 
identify the National Government with 
capitalism, and to hold both responsible 
for the persistence of unemployment in 
this country. 

The relief of poverty is not, however, 
the greatest need of the unemployed. 
They look for a return of the opportunity 
to work The distressed areas remain 
distressed. All that has been done for 
national recovery has left them tnim- 
proved. This Parliament has not yet

completion of a sufficient and just system 
of unemployment assistance and definite 
measures for the revival of the distressed 
areas, its work in domestic affairs would 
be well rounded off.

FATHER JOINS IN SEARCH 


The search was continued throughout the 
night, and on Sunday Mr. Augustus John, 
whe had been called from London, joined in 
the search, which went on during Sunday 
vight 

Men in boats examined the foot of the 
cliffs, but early yesterday there was still no 
trace of Mr, John. 

Mr. Henry John was seen by a visitor on 
Saturday evening going in the ‘direction of 
Kelsey Head, which adjoins Porth Joke 
Beach, a favourite resort for visitors. He 
was later seen on the headland opposite Chick 
Rock. When he had not returned by 9.30 p.m. 
the Newquay Coastguards and police were 
informed, and the search party set out. Cliffs 
and beaches were visited. The dog, a terrier, 
was discovered about 11 p.m. 

Mr. John is known to be an enthusiastic 
cliff clamber, and it is feared that he may have 
slipped and fallen into the sea, A motor 
launch has made a thorough search along the 
foot of the’ cliffs. | 

Mr. Henry John was expected to return 
fo London in a few days. A friend of the

CASE IN APPEAL COURT

BELFAST, Monday. 

In the Court of Appeal, Belfast, to-day, 
there was a further. echo of the Sumner 
divorcee suit, when the hearing of an appeal 
from a judgment of Mr. Justice Megaw i 
one of the actions arising, was opened be- 
fore Lord Justice Andrews and Lord Justice 
Best. :

The King, it was announced by the 
Board of Trade last night, has made the 
posthumous award of the Albert Medal 
in recognition of the gallantry displayed 
by Mr, Thomas Gibson, late cook in the 
s.s. Usworth, which foundered in the 
Atlantic on December 14th, 1934, with the 
loss of seventeen lives. 

Describing the rescue efforts by the 
British steamer Ascania and the Belgian 
vessel Jean Jadot, which both: sent life- 
boats, the official report describes) Mr. 
Gibson’s heroism as follows :—‘‘ Those on 
the Usworth were told to jump, one at a 
time, into the Aseania’s lifeboat; but in 
the excitement three members of the 
Usworth’s: crew poses into the water 
together. One of the men who jumped 
from the Usworth was the cook, T. Gibson. 
He was a strong swimmer, and would 
pas have reached the Ascania's life-

Gibson was seen to tread water and then

LEBRUN AT LE HAVRE 
M—II— 


President Lebrun opened the new maritime 
station of Le Havre on May 23rd, and the 
first passenger to alight from the first train 
drriving from Paris. was Madame Lebrun, 
his h wi 6. 4. j 
"This station, compléted to coincide with 
the first sailing. of the Normandie, 1s con- 
sidered to be the finest dock-side station in 
the world. It is no less than 656 yards long 
by 50 wide and almost as high, and can 
accommodate passengers from two liners at 
a time, one incoming and the other outgoing. 
There are three floors to the new station, 
the lowest reserved for incoming goods tratiic, 
the middle ore for passengers both incoming 
and departing, and the uppermost for out- 
going goods. Covered ways, a feature of the 

rench line, lead to the ships, and moving 
staircases take passengers from the platiorm 
to the hall beside the dock.. Every detail 
has been worked out with an aim to efficiency 
and speed in bandling large numbers of pas- 
sengers. By a special’ arrangement, pas- 
sengers landing are split up into small, easily 
handled groups, with no: crowding or waiting 
when passing the gorge officers. An in- 
novation which will be much appreciated is 
a number of neatly-fitted shops where pas- 
sengers can purchase just those things they 
are likely to need on landing from a voyage. 
Here also they can change their money. 

The building, of reinforced concrete and 
steel, the work of M. Urbain Cassan, corr 
sulting architect to the French State Reil- 
ways, is satisfying from the architectural! 
pol’: of view by its aptness for its purpose. 
Its lines are simple and the eye is carried 
easily along to a watch tower which pices
